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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The restriction of 9/21/2007 is withdrawn. 

2. The objection to the IDS has been overcome by the amendment filed 2/19/2008. 

3. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. have been overcome by the amendment filed 2/19/2008.

In claim 1 , the "I" to the right of structure of claim 1 is removed. 
In claim 2, the "l ss " to the right of structure of claim 2 is removed. 
In claim 4, the "l s " to the right of structure of claim 4 is removed. 
In claim 8, the phrase "ofacne" is amended to read "of acne". 
In claim 8, "Alzheimer's disease" is removed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Hamann reports the 
closest prior art to compound of group II (DE 876846, issued May 18, 1953, see STN abstract, 
the reference was submitted in the IDS). The reported structure does not read on claim 1 
because the sulfonyl group is attached to the piperidine ring through a nitrogen atom, not a 
carbon atom. Conolly et al. (EP 399556, issued November 28, 1999, see STN search) teach 
the closest prior art to species of group I. The compound shown does not anticipate or render 
obvious species of group I because the alkyl group cannot be substituted with C0 2 H.
